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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The request for reconsideration is unpersuasive. 
While Crotts et al do not disclose a particle size above 350 microns, Starling et al disclose a particle size of 500-1,000 microns that 
encompasses the claimed particle size of 500-860 microns. The rejection is based on using the biodegradable polymer of Crotts et ai to 
produce the hollow microspheres of Starling et al for producing an aggregate of hollow microspheres having a density of about 1.00-1.12 
gms/cc. A density of 1.00 gm/cc is equal to the density of water. There is seen nothing to lead one to believe that the biodegradable 
polymer (PLGA) of Crotts et al cannot form hollow microspheres larger than 350 microns. The sponge-like porous structure disclosed by 
Crotts et al is the shell layer of the hollow microspheres, and is not the hollow interior of the microspheres. An aggregate of hollow 
microspheres as disclosed by Starling et al will contain interconnected pores between the microspheres of the aggregate as is evident 
from Figure 14 of Starling et al. The claimed pore size range of 1 13-356 microns encompasses 350 microns in the pore size range of 
about 350-500 microns disclosed by Starling et al for interstitial porosity between microspheres of an aggregate (col 9, lines 4-6).. 
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
